BLASK WECKLACE FOUND. — 
Mary Queen of Scots Lost It at the 


Scaffold. 


After many centuries, and in a cur- 
ious way, a historic necklace of black 
pearls, which Queen Mary of Scots 
wore on the morning of her execu- 
tion at Fotheringay Castle, has been 
recovered in a romantic way. From 
that morning, when, at the foot of 
the scaffold, the ill-fated queen dis- 
tributed her jewels and money among 
her friends, the black pearl necklace 
had been lost sight of, and was only 
recently unearthed in an old curios- 
ity shon in a small village in Scot- 
land. The keeper of the shop parted 
with the pearls tc a lady customer 
for 12s. 6d., but there, was then 
nothing to indicate their real value. 
Now experts have declared that they 
are incomparable, and, in fact, they 
have been resold for no less a sum 
than £16,000 (about $80,006). It seema 
that a short time ago a lady, riding 
her bicycle in Scotland, accidentally 
broke the chain by which her eye- 
glasses were suspended. Remember- 
ing that in a little shop she had seen 
a few strings of beads and other 
trifles dear to youthful village maid- 
ens, she rode there to see if she could 
find something to replace for a time 
her broken chain. She found nothing 
to serve her purpose, and was on the 
‘odtih of leaving, when the old lady 
ehind the counter said, “I have got 
an old necklace that might do. but it 
is much more expensive. Shall T 
f-tch it for you?” A_ necklace of 
rather large, dull-looking “beads” 
was procuced. It did not seem to he 
quite what she wanted, but the cuvi- 
ous workmanship of the clasp took 
the lady’s fancy and for the sum of 
twelve . shillings and sixpence she 
became its owner, and to’it attaching 
her eye-glasses, she resumed her ride.

Been Disposed of—Asquith’s Vic- 
tory is Regarded as Greatest Lib- 
eral Coup in a Century—The Irish 
Leaders Are Confident—History 
Will Give Credit to Policy. 


London.—The official report of the) 
proceedings of the House of Commons | 
makes the announcement in forrial | 


official terms that a megsage has been | 
received from the House of Lords stat- 
ing that they will not insist on amend- 
ments to the parliamentary bill to 
which the House of Commons had dis- 
agreed and have agreed to consequent- 
ial amendment to the bill propesed by 
the House of Commons. 

Thus will be recorded in documents 
of parliament the greatest victory 
achieved by a Liberal prime minister 
in a century, although Unionist votes 
passed the bill in the upper chamber 
recently, history will give credit to 
Premier Asquith’s audacious policy. 

The victory was all the greater as 
it was achieved with a composite ma- 
jority in the House of Commons over 
which the government whips -had no 
control. While there is strong public 
opinion opposed to a radical change 
in the constitution, and even many 
Liberal peers thought that the govern- 
ment was going too far, satisfaction is | 
general that the end of the session, 
which has kept parliament in a tur- 
moil so long, has been reached. 

In the press and among the people’ 
the result was discussed with modera- 
tion, and already. interest is‘ turning 
to other matters. Certainly the re- 
cent rift has. not done the Unionist 
party any good, and in the future 
there will be always a_ possibility of 
more backing out should the leaders 
show any weakness on a question of 
national importance. 

However, efforts are being made to 
bring the two sections togetiler on a} 
strong platform, among the chief, 
planks of which will be the repeal of | 
the parliamentary bill and the reform 
of the house of lords as outlined in 
Lord Lansdowne’s bill. 

The Irish leaders are confident that 
the way is now open to Home Rule 
and from the statement of Home Sec- 
retary Churchill in the House of Com- 
mons, that the government intended 
to pass the Home Rule measure dur- 
ing the present parliament, it appears 
to some extent justified.

LESSON VIII.—THIRD QUARTER, 
FOR AUG. 20, 1911 


Text of the Lesson, Jer. xxxvii, 421. 
Memory Verse, 1!5—Golden ~Text 
Num. xxxii, 23—Commentary Pre- 
pared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 

We have not yet reached the’ end of 
the sorrows of Jeremiah, and these of 
today’s lesson seem to have been some 
greatest, but all were because 
of the truth and the God of truth (Tsa. 
Ixv, 16) whose witness he was. It has 


been a long time since he ceased to 


complain of his sufferings for the 
truth’s sake, but he still awaits the 
full glory of the kingdom which by the 
spirit he foresaw and predicted. Many 
others have come and gone, and the 
kingdom is not yet, and the sufferings 
continue for the faithful, but ‘‘the 
Lord God of recompenses shall surely 
requite” (Jer. li, 56), and the suffer- 
ings are not. worthy to be compared 
with the glory that shall be revealed 
(Rom, viii, 18; I Pet. iv, 13). 

It, seems easy to say it, but it is true 
that suffering for the truth’s sake is a 
great privilege and will bring us great 
glory in His Kingdom (Phil. i, 29; II 
Cor. iv, 17, 18). After Jehoiakim’s 
miserable death and seemingly no 
burial or as good as none (Jer. xxxvi, 
30), his son, Jeconiah, reigned three 
months, which was about the same 
as no reign at all, and was then car- 
ried captive to Babylon, where he was 
a prisoner thirty-six years. The books 
of II Kings and of Jeremiah end with 
the record of his deliverance from 
prison after that long period. His 
father’s brother, Zedekiah, was then 
made king, and he reigned eleven 
years, but neither he nor his servants 
nor the people of the land would 
hearken to the words of the Lord 
(verse 2), although they professed to 
want Jeremiah to pray, for them (verse 
3), and more than once Zedekiah 
consulted him (verse 17; xxxviii, 14).

to the sovereign whose daily mail 
bag was the greatest one would haz- 
ard the Kaiser, says The London 
Globe. But no. Then most will say 
it ought to be. On the unimpeach- 
able authority of a Paris contempor- 
ary we learn that the. Pope is the 
recipient of the greatest number of 
missives. The mail of his holiness 
consists on the average of 23,000 let- 
ters, newspapers, ete. To go through 
this mass 35 secretaries are kept em- 
loyed. The President of the United 
tates receives nearly 1,000 letters 
daily and about 4,000 journals and 
books. The Kaiser’s mail consists of 
4,000 letters and frequently the same 
number of books and papers, Our 
King. we learn, is favored with 1,000 
letters a day and over 2,000 news- 
papers and books. The Czar is not 
overworked in this respect for a 
sovereign, his majesty’s mail being 
given at 650 letters, etc., per day.

Hurt Preferencé? 


A great many people believe that if 
any measure.of Free Trade be adopt- 
ed with the United.States, the only 
natural result of that policy would be 
British Preference, which has existed 
between Canada and Great Britain 
for the past thirteen years. 

In 1898 a preference of a reduction 
of duties to the extent of 25 per cent. 
was extended by Canada to the 
United Kingdom, and in the year 1900 


this preference was increased from 
25 to 3344 per cent. The existing 


Canadian Tariff (that of 1907), while it 
does not everywhere grant a preferen- 
tial duty of exactly 33% per cent., 
has a schedulesof duties which vary 
from article to’ article, but. in which 
the general principle of the reduction 
of duty by one-third, in favor of 
Great’ Britain has been observed. 
This system since its establishment 
has met with universal approval. It 
was supposéd to carry with it the as- 
sertion that henceforth the Dominion 
of Canada proposed to unite itself in 


special trade relations with the British 
Isles, and to cut itself free from any 
entangling alliances, in the commer- 
cial sense, with countries outside of 
the British Empire. Preference in 
fact, was looked upon as the negation 
of Reciprocity. 

The system met with general ap- 
proval for the reason that its eco- 
‘nomic basis was perfectly sound. It 
was felt on all sides that the time was 


still far distant when the Dominion 
and Great Britain could be on terms 
of absolute free trade with (one an- 
other. Oanada could not afford to 
dispense with its manufacturing and 
industrial system, which had _ been 
built up with so much pains and ef- 
fort, and in the general prosperity of 
our country. In as much as the costs 
of manufacture, owing to low wages, 
are very much less in Great Britain 
than they are in Canada, it was felt 
to be unfair to ask the Canadian man- 
ufacturer to stand in competition, on 
even terms, with the British producer 
whose business could be carried on at 
a very much lower cost. The _ safe- 
guarding of home industries therefore, 
and the creation of what could proper- 
ly be called a national system was 
recognized as the cardinal principle 
of Canadian .trade policy. ‘ 

Tf this policy is not sound, then the 
sooner it is done away with the better. 
The reciprocity compact would  cer- 
tainly haye this effect, and if the pre- 
ferential system under which we have 
now been trading for thirteen years 
has been a national error,.Reciprocity 
may be welcomed ad a first step in 
another direction. But if on the 
other hand, the Preferential System 
rests upon a sound, national, and im- 
perial basis, then, the 
Compact can only be regarded as a 
dangerous interference with one of the 
main supports of our present imperial 
system. 

There ean be but little doubt as to 
the facts of the question. In the first 
iplace, the Reciprocity compact admits 
practically the whole range of natural 
products free of duty, both from the 
United States and Great. Britain, 
into the»Canadian market. Until now 


ja duty had to be:paid on ipports of 


this class from Great’ Britain, but a 
still higher duty was paid on imports 


coming from the United States. Hence| use to keep the kidneys healthy and 
active. 


although the British exporter can now 
send his goods of this class free of 
“duty, he no lénger finds himself in a 
favored position as compared with his 
American rival. .It is an open busi- 
hess question to pay’a duty and have 
one’s rival pay a still higher one, then 
to find oneself pieced ona footing of 
absolute equality. It is true that the 
bulk of natural products imported in- 
to Canada come from. the United 
States but it is an error to ‘suppose 
that there is no such import to our 
market from Great. Britain. The sta-
